THE “ROCHESTER IDEA.” 

We have received 4 marked copy of a 
Rochester newspaper - containing four 
articles against the 1,000-ton barge canal 
improvement, Qne of these articles is de- 
voted to an exposition of the *‘ Rochester 
idea.” The substancé of this “idea” is 
that “a non-partisan committee of 100 
citizens prominent in city and county af- 
fairs be selected in each county in the 
State to engineer an aggressive and sys- 
tematized campaign” against the barge 
canal. By means of a rubber stamp 
there has been imprinted upon the copy 
of the newspaper containing these arti- 
cles this legend: “‘From JoH#Nn M. Ivzs, 
Secretary Chamber of Commerce, Roch- 
ester, New York.” 

‘We learn from other sources that. Mr. 
Ives will soon call & méeting or conven- 
tion to méet in Rochester to take meas- 
urés for & more vigorous prosecution of 
the war against cana] improvement. The 
question whether Mr. Jou#n M. Ives is 
an authorized and faithful representative 
of the Rochester Chamber of Commerce 
in the efforts he is making to defeat the 
canal improvement project is one of no 
little interest. Gov. OpgLt told the farm- 
ers at the Seneca County Fair the other 
day that this State was a vast communi- 
ty of interests; that the prosperity of one 
part of the State’ mrust benefit other 
parts of it; that no city or county was 
independent of other cities and counties. 
Each one of the 370,000 farmers in the 
State, the Governor said, is interested in 
the growth of the City of New York, 
“ because it is the principal market for 
their $245,270,000 worth of products; be- 
cause their $55,474,155 worth of dairy 
Ba would be much less valuable if 
r poorly paid workmen were their cus- 
tomers.”” The commercial growth of the 
port of New York has been checked by 

a hostile railroad policy. An injury to 
sia city is an injury. to every city in 
the State, as Gov. ODELL pointed out. It 
is likewise an injury to the rural popu- 
lation. It is impossible that this great 
pcity should be hampered and hindered in 
its progress without bringing léss to the 
State af large. ot 

Mr. Hewry B. Hesert, Chairman of 
the Canal Association of Greater New 
York, said the other day: “ The only 
source of opposition to the enlargement 
of the canal is the railroad interests.” 
When the canals are abandoned, as they 
surely will be abandoned if this improve- 
ment is not authorized by the people, the 
railroads of the State will be free to fix 
freight charges without reférence to or 
fear of competition. The Brie Canal is a 
check upon them—their only competitor. 
Do the members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Rochéster believe that higher 
freight charges fixed at non-competitive 
figures will benefit that city? Do they 
believe that it is going to be a good thing 
for Rochester to have New York City 
fall back in GCommertial importance? Are 
they able to point out in what way the 
other cities along the line of the canal, 
and the farmers to whom those cities 
furnish a market, will be benefited by a 
decision of the voters which would put 
the transportation business entirely into 
the hands of the railroads? 

It seems to us that Mr. Ives, though he 
bears the title of Secretary of the Roch- 
ester Chamber of Commerce, judged by 
his activities and their objects, ought to 
be the Secretary of a chamber of death 
and decay.

KEEPING. 

Mr. LEWis Nrxon'’sannouncement of his 
own candidacy for the Mayoralty is an 
exciting contribution to an already high- 
ly exciting situation, It evidently needs 
explanation, and Mr. Nixon furnishes 
the explanation as follows:

PARES AS A REPRESENTATIVE. 

That the proceedings at Kansas City 
in the annual converition of the Inter- 
national Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers are regarded 
with apprehension by builders and. all 
for whom building operations have fhter- 
est is not surprising. PARKs’s personal- 
ity has very little to do with this. He is 
formidable solely because by the action 
of the convention in restoring his local 
union to good standing after its suspen- 
sion by President BUCHANAN afd in seat- 
ing its delegation he is recognized as a 
representative of this class of skilled 
labor, his policy is approved, and his an- 
nounced determination to make as much 
trouble as possible in future is welcomed 
by the members of this representative 
body as in accordance with their desires 
and with what they believe to be the best 
interests of the trade. In these respects 
Parks becomes of vastly more conse- 
quence than he could possibly be by rea- 
son of his individual desire to do all the 
harm possibile during his interval of lib- 
erty, the duration of which depends 
wholly upon the action of the Court of 
Appeals. 

When the evil of which he is so con- 
spicuous a type spreads like a contagion 
throughout a whole trade, and he re- 
ceives the sanction of recognition as a 
representative of the plans and purposes 
‘of One bratich of the bullditi¢ trades, it 
is time to take him and what he repre- 
sents seriously. There is nothing humor- 
ous in the situation. PARKS as & spo- 
radic case of indecency and dishonesty, 
a convicted blackmailer, and a hostage 
of justice under heavy bail, may have 
seemed grotesque breathing out threat- 
enings and slaughter in a convention of 
presumably self-respecting and honest 
workingmen met to consider the best in- 
terests of their trade. The principle for 
which Parxs “ stands,” as the symptom 
of an epidemic of ali that is bad and 
rotten in trades unionism, is quite an- 
other matter. To take that seriously is 
the proper thing to do. 

The election of his candidate for the 
Presidéncy of the International Union 
would in some respects be the very best 
thing that could happen. It would imme- 
diately disrupt the international union 
and relieve the situation of the most 
onerous incubus which is now carried by 
the building trades. A new organization 
of the structural jron workers will at 
once be forméd. In New York the deter- 
mination of the employing builders to 
force the issue is the only one they can 
reach with regard to their interests or 
the welfare of the trades with which they 
have made alliances. On the other hand, 
if the Parks cafldidate is defeated at 
Kansas City and BUCHANAN {fs re-elect- 
ed, Parnxs and his union will be excom- 
municated and the New York House- 
smiths’ Union will take its place. Bither 
alternative promises to end the career of 
Parkes as a delegate or as a representa- 
tive. Very little advantage would come 
to him from fighting outside the union 
with his discredited following, which he 
could not long hold together. The only 
possible position for the associated em- 
ployers is to continue such fight as is 
forced upon them until stable conditions 
are re-established. The irreconcilables 
are very nearly at the end of their teth- 
er. They are without resources and 
many of them are in desperate poverty, 
This is unfortunate, of course, but it is 
the result of a line of conduct of their 
own choosing. When the unions which 
have beer holding back to see what will 
happen are made to understand that the 
choice for them is to help the employers 
re-establish order or tc enter upon a new 
struggle more bitter and perhaps more 
protracted than the one ffom which they 
are still suffering there is very little rea- 
son td doubt how they will see their 
own interests.

The 
rules which prescribe the time allowance 
for each class of work are certainly in- 
imical to “rushing.” Just what the 
function of the employer is except to pay 
wages Goes not appéar frorh the study of 
these rules. What he thinks or what he 
wants counts for nothing with the mem- 
bers of the union. The foreman takes his 
instructions from the manual, which he 
is directed to have with him at all times. 
If what his employer tells him is at vari- 
ance with these rules, so much the worse 
for the employer. He may save himself 
the trouble, since the foreman’s duty is 
made clear to him by a higher authority 
which cannot be disobeyed without in- 
viting penalties much more serious than 
those the employer is in a position to in- 
flict. 

it ie a beautiful aystem. The question 
of chief interest is, How long will those 
who pay wages be content to tolerate 
this sort of interference with the con- 
duct of their business? When his fore- 
men, who are appointed to manage the 
labor he employs, must of neceésity be- 
come the agents of the union for the en- 
forcement of its rules, there would not 
seem to be any better function for the 


wage payer than to himself become the 
delegate of the union and look to it for | 


instructions in every detail of his busi- 
ness policy, We venture the. prediction 
that this condition of affairs cannot last 
very long. Just how it will correct itself 
is not clear—but that is true of a great 
many evils which sooner or later work 
out their own cure. 


In pointing a moral with an adorning 
tale yesterday, wé referred to the Irish- 
man who committeé suicide to save his 
life, as a “ countryman” of Mr. CHARLES

This paper -and 
others are forever getting letters, a few 
of which they print, from people who 
angrily indict the city dog as a howler Dy 
night, a biter by day, and a sanitary dan- 
ger all the time, but néver, or - almost 
never, does anybody take the trouble to 
defend the, animal, to éxplain the reasons 
why he retains his urban position despite 
the interminable scolding of his enemios, 
or to regent the exaggeration which viti- 
ates most of the charges brought against 
him. Yet, since theré are many city dogs, 
there must be many city men. and women 
convinced in their own minds. that the 
creatures, if not exactly beyond criticism, 
are, nevertheless, possessed of merits 
enough to do more than counterbalange 
their faults. Thinking $0, as théy obvious- 
ly do, why the conspiracy of silence? The 
second peculiarity of the controversy that 
is not a oontroversy is the frequency, 
with

attempt'/to magnify their grievances by 


contemptuous references to “curs.” Of 
course; the majority of city dogs, like the 
majority ef dogs everywhere, consists of 
“ours,” if that word méans, a8 we sup- 
pose it doés, antmals of mixed blood, and 
no known or recorded pedigree.

Lincoln; Néb., ‘s no 
reason for questioning its accuracy; ind-ed, 
it is father cause for acocépting it as trie, 
since one W. J, BRYAN lives there as much 
as his lecture engagements will permit and 
without intermission publishes The Com- 
moner. Lincoln, therefore, as several eiec- 
tions have demonstrated, is freer from any 
tinge of Bryanism than any other town in 
the West, and it would not be at. all sur- 
— 5 if even the preachers of the town, 
fin a mad effort to prove that they, too, 
have escaped the infection, should have 
“signed an iron-clad agreement’’ to de- 
stroy competition, effect economies of 
operation, and increase profits, just as the 
report declares, But though they may have 
signed the agreement, how on earth, and 
especially how in hedven, are they going to 
attain their ends? .Not to speak irrever- 
efitly, the commodity in which they deal Is, 
like the air and one or two other things, too 
abundant to bé monopolized or controlled, 
and, nowadays, there is nothing they can 
do either to other dealers or to people who 
choose to patronize those other dealers. 
Money and menaceés will be alike ineffect- 
val, and, as for superiority of product, that 
can be asserted, but when all’s said it re- 
mains @ matter of opinion, and regarding 
nothing do opinions differ so widely. Pleas- 
antly amusing as is the idea of a wholly 
new adaptation of trust methods in Lin- 
ooln,- Néeb., we fear that it will not worry 
Mr. BRranw much, and, as Lincoln is a unl- 
versity town, the chances are that its 
clergy, if for no other reason than their 
presumable intelligence, have refrained 
from combining the larger churches with 
a view to destroying the smaller.

and other ordinary criminals to justice ex- 
tends to the use of the same means, even 
by the Citizens’ Union, for the detection and 
punishment of election frauds. Whether 
earned by policemen or by the unofficial 
freeman, the principle -of the reward is 
wrong and its effects tend to be dangerous. 
The policeman has sufficient reason to 
perform his duty without the incentive of 
an extra monetary remuneration, and the 
unofficial freeman should need no such 
spur to protect his private and public in- 
terests if opportunity offers. or he can 
make it. Rewards at worst lead to per- 
jury and the punishment of the innocent; 
at best they weaken the sense of civic duty 
and confuse thé knowledge of civic rights. 
If the Citizens’ Union will think again it 
may find better usés for its not too abun- 
dant funds than this one.

STONE CUTTERS’ RESPITE | 


Employers’ Association Votes to 
Defer Action Until Friday. 


— Te 
Should Union Not Abandon Strike 
Policy by That Time a Lock-Out Is 
Planned—Building Unions Firm. 





The Board of Governors of the Employers’ 
Association at a largely attended meeting 
yesterday voted to give the Journeyman 
Stone Cutters’ Union until next Friday to 
come to terms or have war declared on 
the union by the employers. The proposed 
action of the. employers is a lock-out of 
the stone cutters until they give up the 
series of strikes against individual em-’ 
ployers which they are now cenducting, in 
order to force. the discharge of members 
of new unions formed under the auspices 
of the Employers’ Association. The strikes 
of the stone cutters keep the bricklayers 
from working and are part.of a systematic 
plan-to fight the new unions. 

At the same time it was decided to have 
no more temporizing with refractory unions 
and to fight if the unions wanted to fight. 
After the meeting of the board a member 


“of the Press Committee gave out this state- 


ment: 

“At the last moment the stone cutters’ 
employers came to us with the request 
to defer action until some steps might be 
taken to settle the trouble. We agreed to 
defer action until next Friday, when an- 
other. meeting of the board will be held and. 
radical action taken.” . 

Asked what the radical action would be 
in case the stonecutters refused to come to 
terms, he said: 

“If they must fight, we can give them 
all the fight they want. Radical measures 


would: mean locking them out. We have. 


given them a chance to avoid trouble. It 


is up to the union now. If they are look- 
ing or trouble, they'll get all they want.

INSURANCE OF SHIP USED For HosprraL. 
~In the ¢ase of City of Detroit vs. Grum- 
mond, (121, Federal Reporter, 963,) a ves- 
sel was hired by the city to be moored 
and used for. a hospital under a contract 
by which the city was to pay.a certain 
Sum rental, and also a stipulated amount 
Sn case the vessel should: be lost or de- 
stroyed by the fault of the hirer. The city 
was also to pay the insurance u the 
vessel. during the period of the bailment. 
In passing upon the measure of damages; 
the court decided that a contract for in- 
‘surance against fire of a vessel under the 
circumstances detailed above was not a 
muritime contract, but that the recovery 
is limited. to the amount which the value 
of the property was depreciated by the 
fire, not exceeding the sum insured for.
